T he latest development in the Coulter bill is that senators 
have called for $25,000,000 more, plus the original $50,000,000 
planned for farm relief. 
The original idea was to come to the 
aid of the farmers in the “spring wheat” area of tho northwest. 
This would benefit farmers in certain states only: Minnesota, 
South Dakota and Montana. About IO counties would be effected 
in Minnesota. 
The Dispatch, in an editorial of January 21, called attention 
to the limited relief which the farmers wpuld receive in Minne­ 
sota and stated: “The Dispatch makes this point in regard to tho 
Coulter bill. 
As the farmers of the spring Wheat area need as* 
iStance, so do the farmers in the cut-over region of Central and 
Northern Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan. 
Their plight re­ 
sults because banks have been compelled to curtail as well as call 
in loans and are now not able to finance tho stocking of farms 
with cattle, sheep, hogs and poultry as in former years. 
“A Coulter bill carrying a provision for such assistance, of 
our farmers would improve our dairy herds, by eliminating the 
scrub cattle; would introduce bettor droves of hogs; and also put 
an impetus in the poultry business. 
By thus assisting our farm ­ 
ers, it would indirectly relieve the drain on banks and also assist 
the farmers in paying up their loans, thus making easier money 
throughout the district. 
“Our representatives in congress should be urged to incorpo­ 
rate such a provision in the bill, so as to include our cut-over re­ 
gion.” 
The proposed Harrison amendment to the Coulter bill is to 
add $25,000,000 to its appropriation and to make it available to 
all farmers in need, taking in also the cotton fanners of the south.
